Between 60 and 70 acres of 
grass and stubble were burned in 
a fire 12 miles west of Champion 
last Friday afternoon. About 26 
acres of stubble and grass land on 
the Roger Hubbard farm and 30 
acres of grass on the Joe Fath 
farm were ignited close to 4:00 
p.m. by two Calgary men who had 
been given permission toy the 
Hubbards to remove materials 
from a scrap pile in the field. 

Apparently the men set fire to 
the grass around the scrap and 
it got out of control, fanned by a 
fairly strong south-west wind. 

Bath the Champion and Vulcan 
fire rigs were called. The local 
department got the call which 
mentioned the Leonard Voisey 
and Hubbard farms which are just 
south of town and the fire truck, 
RCMP and other spectators sur¬ 
prised Leonard quietly occupied 
in his workshop. More Voisey land 
is located west of Champion ad¬ 
joining the Roger Hubbard farm 
and this was the scene of the fire. 

The Faths were nway during the 
day and were not aware of the 
damage ’till their return in the 
evening. Although the fire .was 
contained above a coulee west of 
the buildings a switch in the 
wind could have taken it to a 
big barn and other bulidings 
nearby. 

Mrs. Hubbard was visiting away 
from home at the time of the 
fire and her husband’ was sick in 
bed with the flu and when told of 
the fire he dressed and helped 
neighbors and the fire crews bring 
the fire under control. Next day 
he was taken to Vulcan Hospital 
and was still a patient this week. 

With the stubble now burned 
off, the exposed sandy soil will 
be vulnerable to spring winds and 
even if it is reseeded a great deal 
will depend on moisture to hold 
the topsoil.

ELLWOOD IRWIN 

Good Seed Of 
Great Importance 

It is important that Canadian 
Agriculture continue to improve 
(he quality of its crops to hold its 
place in the world export market. 
According to Ellwood Irwin of 
Barons, Alberta, President of the 
Canadian Seed Growers Associa¬ 
tion, this can only be done by the 
increased use of pedigreed seed of 
improved varieties. 

Mr. Irwin said the CSGA is con¬ 
tinuing to play its part in improv¬ 
ing agriculture in general with the 
pedigreeing program. 426,000 acres 
of registered grains were inspected 
and processed in 1965. This re¬ 
presented a drop of about 20% 
from the previous year, the main 
cause being a loss of sales in the 
American market by Manitoba 
growers because of a readjustment 
in price structure in the United 
States. 

In reviewing the past year’s pro¬ 
duction, the President of the 5300 
member organization said that oat 
production remained about the 
same but in Western Canada, the 
quality was lowered because of 
the poor weather. 

He mentioned that Conquest, a 
new barley variety released in 
1965, was a factor resulting in bar¬ 
ley production almost doubling 
itself. 

Flax production remains about 
the same while rape seed is up 
about 50%. Mr. Irwin alerted 
growers of rapeseed that sufficient 
supplies of named varieties would 
be available for 1967 planting at 
which time variety names will be 
restricted to pedigreed classes. 

Commenting on the forage seed 
picture, the President said that it 
appears to be sufficient seed for 
the requirements ' of the 1966 
plantings. However, it is unfor¬ 
tunate, he said, that not enough 
seed used in the spring of 1966 
will be of improved varieties of 
the pedigreed classs.

flowers and gardens. For some 
reason, new plant growth seems to 
arouse new interest in flowers and 
shrubs and spuds. Sometimes there 
is a question or two in our mind 
as we spade the garden (or ride 
the garden tractor). 

Just in case you were interested, 
I thought I'd list a few of the very 
excellent publications which are 
available from this office. The 
latest list I have has 42 seperate 
titles. Everything from Gardening 
in the Yukon to Lawn Building 
and Maintenance. There are too 
many to write about specifically, 
but generally I would say the best 
single publicatiW is the Alberta 
Horticulture Guide. This Guide 
does not go into detail on certain 
aspects of Horticulture. There are 
special leaflets such as "Growing 
Chrysanthemums, Iris and Day- 
lillies, and Peonies”, plus many 
more on specific plants. 

To those who like to eat their 
finished work, there are 14 book¬ 
lets on edible garden produce and 
how to grow and preserve It. We 
even have information on mush¬ 
room growing and collecting for 
those who have a spot on their 
tongues for mushrooms. 

One excellent book is on Farm¬ 
stead Planning. This booklet gives 
a great deal of information to 
larm families who are planning a 
new homestead or re-planning the 
old home grounds. 

Leaving the subject of books for 
a bit, I would like to know if 
there would be any number of 
people interested in a “Pruning 
Demonstration" later in the spring. 
If you are interested and/or have 
any suggestions regarding horti¬ 
culture let me know. I’ll have to 
be arranging for summer speakers 
so any suggestions are welcome. 

Turning to field crops. I note that 
last year, we had a number of 
fertilizer test plots in this County. 
However, some districts were not 
represented adequately. If you 
might be interested, please get in 
touch with me or the Agricultural 
Fieldmen, Ken Houlton and Vern 
Jordan. Just in case you’re wor¬ 
ried, these tests don’t resuire a lot 
of dinky little plots in your field so 
they shouldn’t slow your oper¬ 
ations down.
